To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  jmar  1948.  The 
Report  constitutes  work  which  was  done  for  part  of  the  year 
on  behalf  of  the  then  existing  Health,  Hospitals  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committees,  and  for  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee  as  constituted  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Committee  will  appreciate  that  on  the  5th  day  of  July, 
1948,  the  Appointed  Day  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  various  Hospital  Services,  which  had  been  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Council  passed  to  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
ceased  as  from  that  day  to  have  any  administrative  duties  in 
connection  with  the  Middlesbrough  General  Hospital  and  the 
Maternity  Hospital  but  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year 
with  administrative  duties  at  Hemlington  Hospital,  on  an  Agency 
agreement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  also  continued 
to  act  as  Physician  Superintendent  at  the  West  Lane  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  management  of  these  hospitals,  however,  passed 
out  of  the  control  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Health  Committee 
on  the  Appointed  Day. 

Apart  from  the  services  rendered  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  personally,  the  hospital  administration  had  been 
largely  de-centralised  for  many  years.  The  small  number  of 
staff  maintained  in  the  Central  Health  Department  on  hospital 
administration,  automaticallv  became  transferred  officers  under 
the  Act  and  left  to  take  up  appointments  with  the  newly-created 
Management  Committees.  The  administration  of  the  new 
services  created  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 
devolved  on  the  Central  Health  Department,  so  that  the  net 
effect  of  the  recent  changes  was  that  the  scope  and  weight  of 
administration  centrally  increased. 
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I  have  refrained  from  reproducing  in  this  report  the  various 
proposals  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 
1946,  as  finally  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  but  in  the 
various  sections  have  briefly  outlined  the  proposals  showing 
how  far  they  had  been  implemented  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Many  of  the  services  had  already  been  brought  into  line 
with  the  proposals  under  the  new  Act  in  anticipation  of  the 
Appointed  Day,  so  that  by  then  a  good  deal  of  development 
had  already  taken  place  ;  from  then  on  steady  progress  was 
made,  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  services 
proposed  were  in  full  operation  and  fully  met  the  public  demand. 

No  development  of  Health  Centres  was  possible,  owing  to 
central  ruling  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  but  steps  were  taken, 
in  consultation  with  the  Borough  Engineer,  to  earmark  sites 
on  new  Estates,  so  that  these  would  be  available  as  and  when 
planning  and  building  of  Health  Centres  became  possible. 

Under  the  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  a  start  was 
made  with  liaison  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  Obstetric 
Staff  to  place  all  Ante-Natal  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Consultant  Obstetrician  and  to  staff  these  Clinics  with  staff 
from  the  Maternity  Hospital,  actively  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  Obstetrics. 

No  development  was  possible  on  the  Paediatric  side  as  the 
Paediatric  Department  of  the  local  hospitals  had  not  yet  been 
developed. 

Some  inter-relationship  between  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  purposes,  was  developed,  so  that  these  officers 
obtained  a  proper  experience  of  children's  diseases  at  all  ages. 

Authority  was  obtained  for  the  creation  of  a  team  of 
Micl wives  for  the  care  of  premature  infants.  A  first  appointment 
was  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  so  that  this  special  service 
would  be  available  to  commence  early  in  1949. 

The  services  of  the  Dental  Surgeon  were  continued  at  the 
General  Hospital  but  plans  were  submitted  for  the  building  of 
a  new  Dental  Department  at  the  Gables  Centre,  work  upon 
which  will  be  commenced  in  1949. 

Agreement  was  reached  with  the  Harrogate  Home  for 
Mothers  and  Babies  for  the  reservation  of  a  number  of  beds  and 
this  scheme  was  in  full  operation  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Generally,  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
are  still  being  overcrowded,  and  further  development  of  both 
of  these  services  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  cover  the  town 
fully  and  allow  of  proper  examination. 


The  Committee  authorised  the  preparation  of  plans  for  a 
new  Centre  on  the  Thorn  tree  Estate. 


The  three  Day  Nurseries  continued  to  function  as  in  previous 
years  but  no  development  of  a  Residential  Nursery  was  possible. 

The  establishment  of  Midwives  was  gradually  built  up 
during  the  year,  due  regard  being  taken  to  the  falling  birth  rate. 
The  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee  was  obtained  in 
providing  suitable  accommodation  for  Midwives  both  for  the 
New  Housing  Estates  and  in  the  older  part  of  the  town.  This 
co-operation  was  indeed  welcome,  as  otherwise  the  provision 
of  adequate  Midwifery  services  would  have  been  jeopardised. 

No  development  of  a  Hostel  for  Pupil  Midwives  was  possible 
and  will  have  to  be  proceeded  with,  with  caution,  owing  to  the 
possibilities  of  changed  Regulations  in  regard  to  Part  II  training 
in  Midwifery. 

Rapid  advances  were  made  in  the  training  of  Midwives  in 
Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the 
Midwives  on  the  staff  had  been  trained. 

The  Health  Ausitors  continued  to  be  overworked  during 
the  year  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  appoint  further  trained 
H  ealth  Visitors  owing  to  shortage  of  applicants  ;  the  Training 
Scheme  for  Pupil  Health  Visitors  was  expanded  and  in  spite 
of  some  resignations,  the  Pupil  Staff  was  slightly  increased  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  Further  expansion  of  this  service  is  necessary 
to  cope  with  the  demands  imposed  upon  it  under  the  new  Act. 
A  start  was  made  with  general  Home  Visiting,  including  the 
care  of  the  aged. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service,  for  which  the  Council  became 
responsible  on  the  Appointed  Hay,  was  provided  on  an  agency 
basis  by  the  Middlesbrough  District  Nursing  Association.  The 
administrative  relationship  with  the  Department  has  been  a 
happy  one  and  the  Association  has  been  able  to  meet  all  calls 
made  upon  it. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Services  as  required  under 
the  Act  were  fully  provided,  it  being  possible  to  open  a  special 
Vaccination  Centre  immediately  on  the  Appointed  Day,  so  that 
there  was  continuity  from  the  previously  provided  Service. 
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The  Ambulance  Service  which  had  been,  of  course,  previously 
under  the  care  of  the  Health  Department  was  expanded  to 
meet  the  increased  calls  made  upon  it.  Some  new  ambulances 
were  obtained  and  orders  placed  for  others. 

The  new  Service  required  under  Mental  Health  was  created 
and  the  necessary  staff  appointed.  Steps  were  taken  towards  the 
planning  of  a  new  Occupation  Centre. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Illness,  initial  steps  were  taken 
for  the  provision  of  Nursing  equipment  through  the  District 
Nursing  Association  and  also  for  the  provision  of  Convalescent 
Home  treatment.  This  latter  was  developed  sufficiently  far, 
so  that  early  in  1949  it  would  be  possible  to  implement  this 
section  of  the  Act. 

In  anticipation  of  the  Appointed  Day,  a  Domestic  Help 
Organiser  was  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the 
two  Services  previously  provided,  viz.  :  Domestic  Help  and 
Home  Help  Services,  were  amalgamated  into  one  Domestic 
Help  Service.  Establishment  was  regulated  by  demand  and 
all  cases  were  met. 

Generally,  the  provision  of  these  Services  has  been  developed 
smoothly  and  the  change-over  of  the  functions  of  the  Health 
Department  required  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
has  been  accomplished  satisfactorily.  Any  help  that  could 
be  given  to  the  newly-created  Management  Committees,  who 
took  over  hospital  functions  from  the  Department,  was  given 
and  the  transference  of  officers  from  the  Department  who  had 
previously  been  engaged  in  this  work  contributed  to  the  efficient 
take-over.  In  general,  after  the  Appointed  Day,  the  hospitals 
in  this  area  continued  to  work  as  before,  although  various  plans 
for  develojnnent  for  the  future  were  begun.  Further  details 
of  the  Services  developed  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Vital  statistics  are  presented  and  analysed  in  some  detail 
and  comparison  made  with  other  areas  as  in  previous  years. 

The  birth  rate  for  1948  was  23.16  per  thousand  population, 
as  compared  with  25.85  in  1947  and  24.67  in  1946.  This  represents 
a  substantial  decrease  but  is  still  a  much  higher  figure  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  17.9  and  for  the  126  County 
Boroughs  and  great  towns,  which  is  20.0  per  thousand  population. 

The  death  rate  of  1 1 .44  per  thousand  population  showed 
a  decrease  over  1947,  when  the  figure  was  12.77. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  of  0.88  per  thousand  births 
shows  a  slight  increase  from  1947  when  the  figure  was  0.55.  This 
rate,  however,  has  now  reached  a  level  where  the  figures  stated 
mean  the  occurrence  of  two  and  one  death  respectively.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  48  per  thousand  live  births 
shows  a  substantial  decrease  on  the  figure  of  64  per  thousand 
live  births  in  1 947  and  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  in 
Middlesbrough  ;  the  only  other  figure  under  60  being  that  of 
56  per  thousand  live  births  recorded  in  1946. 

Although,  undoubtedly,  many  factors  play  a  part  in  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  such  as  the  provision  of  better  housing, 
better  food,  and  better  hospital  treatment  for  sick  children, 
much  credit  still  devolves  on  the  various  members  of  the  Health 
Department,  especially  the  Health  Visiting  Staff,  for  this  low 
ligure.  The  creation  of  this  record,  however,  should  not  occasion 
any  feeling  of  complacency,  as  this  figure  is  still  40%  higher 
than  the  comparable  figure  for  England  and  Wales  and  much 
work  still  remains  to  be  done  in  industrial  areas  such  as  this 
to  reduce  the  infantile  mortality  rate  still  further. 

Illegitimate  births  have  decreased  from  282  in  1946  and 
227  in  1947  to  202  in  1948.  We  thus,  see  a  continued  improve¬ 
ment  in  this  figure  since  the  end  of  the  war  but  we  are  still  well 
above  the  pre-war  figure,  which  was  125. 

There  were  1,340  new  cases  treated  at  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic  during  the  year  as  compared  with  1 ,204  in  1947.  Improved 
facilities  for  treatment  and  extra  effort  in  bringing  contacts  and 
others  for  treatment  have  probably  tended  to  bring  a  larger 
percentage  of  actual  cases  to  the  Clinic  and  this  slight  increase 
does  not  necessarily  indicate  an  increase  in  incidence  of  these 
diseases. 


A  decreased  number  of  infectious  diseases  was  notified, 
3,623  cases  being  the  figure  for  1948,  as  against  4,920  in  1947. 
This  was  shown  partly  by  the  reduction  in  the  incidence  of 
Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  whilst  the  incidence  of  Whooping 
Cough  showed  a  slight  increase. 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  not 
continued,  49  cases  being  notified  compared  with  41  in  1947. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  were  five  deaths  from  this  disease 
as  compared  with  one  death  in  1947.  The  deaths  occurred  in 
children  who  had  not  been  immunised  and  although  the  number 
of  school- children  immunised  has  reached  a  figure  of  76%  and 
the  number  of  pre-school  children  almost  50%,  further  appeals 
must  be  made  to  parents  to  realise  the  seriousness  of  this  disease 
and  the  fact  that  it  can  be  almost  completely  prevented  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  for  immunisation.  It 
is  desirable  that  this  should  be  done  as  far  as  possible  before 
children  go  to  school  and,  indeed,  before  they  start  mixing  with 
masses  of  children. 
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It  is  hoped  that  in  1949  an  increased  staff  of  Health  Visitors 
will  be  possible  to  allow  of  more  personal  propaganda  for 
immunisation  to  be  made  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

New  notifications  for  Tuberculosis  numbered  382  for  the 
year,  as  compared  with  285  in  1947  and  245  in  1946.  The 
Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  0.76  per  thousand  population, 
against  0.93  per  thousand  population  in  1947.  These  figures 
still  compare  unfavourably  with  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  0.51  per  thousand  population.  Improved 
diagnostic  facilities,  increased  opportunity  for  X-ray  examinations 
and  increase  in  the  staff  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  may 
have  accounted  for  the  increased  number  of  new  notifications 
but  it  is  regrettable  in  this  area  that  many  cases  are  still  found 
too  late  and  many  patients  are  reluctant  to  accept  the  facilities 
offered  for  treatment  in  the  early  stages. 

Early  in  the  year  a  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  apparatus 
was  obtained,  the  necessary  staff  appointed,  and  a  start  made 
with  radiography,  centrally,  at  works  and  for  school  leavers. 
On  the  Appointed  Day  to  the  disappointment  of  the  Department, 
this  facility  was  ruled  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  be  a 
transferable  service  and  was  transferred  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

The  inception  of  this  service  probably  led  to  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  notifications  due  to  early  diagnosis  of 
the  disease  and  in  most  cases  it  was  possible  for  these  patients 
to  receive  early  treatment.  The  segregation  of  known  positive 
cases,  especially  among  children,  however,  was  not  always 
possible  and  there  are  still  too  many  instances  in  this  area  of 
known  positive  cases  existing  in  overcrowded  and  unhygienic 
circumstances.  In  many  parts  of  the  town  whole  families  are 
still  being  exposed  to  concentrated  doses  of  this  infection  under 
very  poor  living  conditions,  although  a  good  deal  of  co-operation 
has  been  given  from  the  Housing  Department  towards  re-housing 
them  wherever  possible. 

The  general  Health  Services  have  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Many  developments  in  the  Hospital 
Services  were  speeded  up  before  the  Appointed  Day  so  that  they 
would  be  as  efficient  as  possible  when  handed  over  to  the  Regional 
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Hospital  Board.  The  staffs  of  these  Hospitals  working  as  they  did 
for  part  of  the  year  under  the  Health  Department  and  for  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  continued  to 
give  the  same  full  co-operation  to  the  Health  Department  as  they 
previously  did.  Changed  administration  was  not  allowed  to  cause 
any  disintegration  of  the  previously  existing  services  and  since 
many  of  the  services  of  the  Health  Department  had  been  developed 
in  the  past,  largely  in  conjunction  with  Corporation  Hospitals,  this 
co-operation  was  very  much  appreciated. 

The  Area  Pathological  Laboratory  continued  to  expand 
during  the  year  and  increased  its  service  to  the  people  of  this 
district.  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Stanley  Wray  for  his  report  on 
this  service.  Further  discussions  took  place  with  the  Director 
to  the  Medical  Research  Council  Laboratory  Services  towards 
the  establishment  in  Middlesbrough  of  a  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  plans  were  settled  for  this  Laboratory  to  be  established  in 
conjunction  with  the  Area  Pathological  Laboratory  during  1949. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Ernest  Grahame,  Mr.  Bryan  Williams 
and  Dr.  P.  W.  Griffin  for  reports  on  the  work  at  the  Middles¬ 
brough  General  Hospital,  Maternity  Hospital  and  Hemlington 
Hospital  respectively,  both  for  the  periods  up  to  4th  July,  1948 
and  for  the  full  year.

The  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  General  Hospital 
continued  to  increase,  as  did  the  demand  for  beds  at  the  Maternity 
Hospital.  To  alleviate  potential  overcrowding  here  a  Maternity 
Annexe  was  opened  at  Hemlington  Hospital  to  which  mothers 
and  babies  were  transferred  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  at 
about  the  5th  day  after  confinement.  With  the  co-operation 
of  the  Ambulance  Service  this  facility  worked  efficiently  and  was 
appreciated  by  the  mothers. 

I  should  like  to  make  reference  to  the  retirement  of  two 
ladies  from  the  service  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  E.  Armett  after  19  years’  service  as  Matron 
of  the  General  Hospital  and  Mrs.  B.  Gardner  after  25  years’ 
service  as  Matron  of  West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital,  both  of 
whom  rendered  untiring  service  to  the  hospitals  named  and 
to  the  citizens  of  this  area,  for  many  years.  Their  valuable 
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in  this  neighbourhood. 


by  the  untimely  passing  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Reid  and  Mr.  C.  C.  McCallum 
the  hospitals  oi  this  town  suffered  a  grievous  loss.  Both  of 

these  gentlemen  have  been  greatly  missed  and  their  services 
will  be  hard  to  replace. 

I  should  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  all  members  of  the  staff. 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  for  their  loyal  and  whole-hearted 
co-operation.  Their  efforts,  seen  and  unseen,  have  contributed 
in  no  uncertain  measure  to  the  health  and  happiness  of  the 
citizens  of  Middlesbrough. 

I  also  acknowledge  most  gratefully  the  interest  and  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  of 
the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  other  Committees  of  the 
Council  concerned  with  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
and  would  also  pay  tribute  to  the  ready  help  and  co-operation 

given  at  all  times  by  the  Chief  Officials  of  the  Corporation  and 
their  respective  staffs.

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ANALYSIS  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(1)  The  estimated  population  for  1948  is  143,400,  which  is  an 
increase  of  2,940  on  that  for  the  year  1947. 

(2)  Live  births  decreased  during  the  year  to  a  figure  of  3.321 
as  compared  with  3,631  for  1947.  The  birth  rate  is  therefore 
2o. 16  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  25.85  for  1947 
and  is  considerably  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and 

Wales  and  also  for  that  in  respect  of  the  126  County  Boroughs 
and  great  towns. 

(3)  The  death  rate  has  decreased  slightly  for  1948.  the  rate 
being  11.44  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  12.77 
for  1947.  There  were  153  less  deaths  in  1948  than  in  1947. 

(4)  The  maternal  mortality  rate  is  0.88  per  1,000  births  as 
compared  with  0.55  in  1947. 

(5)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  229  as  compared  with 
270  for  1947. 

(6)  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  48  per  1,000  live  births  shows 

a  decrease  upon  the  figure  for  1947  which  was  64  per  1,000. 
This  compares  unfavourably  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  which  is  34  per  1,000  related  births  and  with  the 
figure  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and  great  towns  which  is 
39  per  1,000.  There  were  159  deaths  in  1948  in  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year  as  compared  with  232  in  1947.  75  of 

these  deaths  were  in  the  neo-natal  period  or  first  four  weeks 
of  life. 

Prematurity  again  accounted  for  a  large  percentage  of  these 
neo-natal  deaths,  there  being  41  cases  in  this  category. 

Although  this  is  a  decrease  on  the  1947  figure  of  52,  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  future  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  it  still  further 
with  the  establishment  of  a  Paediatric  Department  in  the  district 
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and  the  provision  of  facilities  for  hospital  treatment,  together 
with  improved  facilities  for  domestic  care  of  premature  infants. 
Apart  from  prematurity,  the  main  causes  of  death  were  : 

Gastro- Enteritis  .  .  .  .  33 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  .  .  35 

N.B. — Once  more,  it  is  to  be  emphasised  that  very  often 
these  diseases  simulate  one  another  in  infancy  ;  many  of  the 
cases  of  Gastro -Enteritis  succumbing  terminally  in  a  condition 
resemb  ling  Broncho  -  Pneumonia . 

Improvement  of  environmental  circumstances  and  housing 
conditions,  together  with  education  of  the  public  in  the  care  and 
feeding  of  infants  will  in  time,  do  much  to  avoid  many  cases 
of  these  preventable  infant  diseases. 

In  this  area  there  are  still  too  many  cases  of  infantile  Gastro - 
Enteritis  and  the  reduced  death  rate  has  been  produced  by 
improved  methods  of  hospital  treatment  rather  than  by  any 
diminution  in  the  incidence  of  the  conditions. 

Extended  facilities  for  mothercraft  teaching,  increased 
Health  Visiting  staffs,  and  Health  Education  will  continue  to 
play  their  part,  but  it  is  still  felt  that  the  greatest  single  factor 
will  be  the  continued  provision  of  better  housing  conditions 
for  the  people.

The  work  at  the  hospital  continued  to  increase  rapidly, 
not  only  more  patients  being  admitted  but  work  in  the  Out¬ 
patients’  Department  also  increased. 

More  Clinics  are  necessary  but  further  developments  at 
the  moment  have  been  prevented  through  lack  of  space. 

In  order  to  provide  a  better  service  for  Out-patients  an 
appointment  system  was  instituted  in  the  Medical,  Surgical  and 
Gynaecological  Departments,  thus  minimising  the  waiting  period 
for  patients  and  controlling  the  number  waiting  in  the  small 
Out-patients’  hall  at  any  one  time. 

The  low  state  of  numbers  in  Nursing  Staff  at  31st  December, 
1947,  showed  signs  of  considerable  improvement  but  not 
sufficient  to  allow  of  the  opening  of  the  closed  ward.  A  deficiency 
in  Nursing  Staff  was  most  marked  among  Final  Year  Student 
Nurses  and  Staff  Nurses  and  it  will  take  some  time  before  the 
incoming  students  will  be  of  sufficient  seniority. 

Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  theatre 
and  these  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff. 

In  the  State  Final  Examination  three  candidates  were 
successful,  whilst  in  the  State  Preliminary  Examination  five 
candidates  successfully  passed  Part  1  and  two  candidates  Part  II. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Grahame  pays  tribute  to  the  co-operation 
of  the  staff  at  the  hospital  during  another  difficult  period  of 
staff  shortage.

During  the  year,  the  number  of  Service  patients  continued 
to  diminish  and  more  and  more  use  of  the  hospital  was  made  by 
civilian  sick. 

The  Maternity  Annexe  was  opened  for  convalescent  care 
of  mothers  and  babies  transferred  from  the  Maternity  Hospital 
on  the  5th  day  after  confinement  in  order  to  prevent  overcrowding 
at  the  latter  hospital,  lliis  Annexe  functioned  smoothly  during 
the  year,  there  being  no  instances  of  infection  amongst  either 
mothers  or  babies.  These  patients  were  under  the  care  of  the 
Obstetrician  from  the  Maternity  Hospital. 

The  hospital  continued  to  be  recognised  by  the  General 
Nursing  Council  as  a  Training  School  for  Assistant  Nurses  and 
there  was  a  steady  improvement  in  the  nursing  strength  position 
during  the  year. 

Improved  transport  arrangements  were  made  during  the 
y  both  for  the  puolic  and  staff,  many  of  whom  are  non-resident. 
By  co-operation  with  the  Transport  Department  improved  ’bus 
facilities  were  provided  and  a  shooting  brake  was  acquired  and 
stationed  at  the  hospital  for  the  transporting  of  staff  to  and 
from  work,  where  public  transport  was  not  readily  available 
at  the  times  required. 

Additional  facilities  were  provided  at  the  hospital  for  nurses’ 
recreation  in  the  laying  of  tennis  courts  and  the  provision  and 
equipping  of  a  Recreation  Room. 

Tribute  should  be  paid  to  Dr.  P.  W.  Griffin  who,  in  his 
position  as  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent  was  mainly 
responsible  for  the  running  of  the  hospital  during  the  year  and 
to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  preparation  of  the  statistical 
report  given  in  two  parts  separately  for  the  periods  1st  January 
to  4th  July  and  5th  July  to  31st  December  inclusive. 

Tribute  should  also  be  paid  to  the  Matron  and  her  Nursing 
Staff  who  have  done  much  to  continue  to  make  this  hospital 
popular  with  the  public.

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The  pressure  on  beds  has  continued  to  be  very  heavy  and 
the  number  of  admissions  and  emergencies  has  increased.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  continue  to  restrict  admissions  to  those 
patients  with  abnormalities  or  in  their  first  pregnancy  and  to 
those  with  unsuitable  home  conditions.  Since  5th  July,  no 
change  has  been  made  in  this  procedure,  except  that  complicated 
cases  have  been  admitted  from  outside  areas  from  which  they 
were  not  admitted  previously. 

The  pressure  on  beds  has  been  eased  by  the  bringing  into 
use  of  a  Maternity  Annexe  at  Hemlington  Hospital  in  November. 
Normal  patients  are  admitted  there  from  the  Maternity  Hospital 
a  few  days  after  delivery,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  68  patients 
had  been  transferred.  Although  this  arrangement  has  certain 
disadvantages  it  has  proved  an  important  help  in  the  solution 
of  the  maternity  bed  position  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the 
nursing  and  medical  staff  at  Hemlington  Hospital  for  their  work 
in  this  direction. 


Maternal  Deaths. 

1.  Cerebral  haemorrhage  due  to  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

2.  Cerebral  haemorrhage  due  to  post-par  turn  eclampsia. 

3.  Obstetrical  shock,  prolonged  labour,  toxaemia  of 

pregnancy. 

Pregnancy  toxaemia  has  been  the  main  factor  in  all  these 
deaths  and  this  now  represents  the  major  unsolved  problem  in 
Obstetrics,  as  the  risks  of  haemorrhage  have  been  largely  over¬ 
come  by  modern  treatment  and  blood  transfusion  facilities,  and 
puerperal  sepsis,  which  was  formerly  the  biggest  factor  in  maternal 
mortality,  by  the  newer  drugs.  More  research  is  needed  to 
solve  this  problem  and  a  larger  number  of  ante-natal  beds  for 
the  early  treatment  of  the  condition. 
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Stillbirths  and  Neo-natal  Deaths. 

The  rate  for  these  has  been  high  and  this  is  explained  by 
the  high  proportion  of  abnormal  cases  which  the  hospital  admits. 
An  analysis  of  the  main  factor  responsible  for  these  infant  deaths 
gives  the  following  result  : —

This  also  shows  that  pregnancy  toxaemia  is  the  main  factor 
in  the  loss  of  infant  life  in  maternity  hospitals.  Much  help  has 
been  given  by  Dr.  Wray  and  the  Area  Pathological  Laboratory 
in  these  investigations. 

An  obstetrical  “  Flying  Squad  ”,  based  on  the  hospital, 
during  the  year  started  to  serve  the  whole  area  for  dealing  at 
home  with  patients  whose  condition  is  too  serious  to  allow  transfer. 
Though  called  on  infrequently  the  staff  and  equipment  have  to 
be  constantly  available  for  calls. 

The  hospital  during  the  year  was  recognised  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists  as  a  training  school 
for  the  examination  of  the  Diploma. 

During  the  year  the  resident  staff  of  the  hospital  commenced 
work  at  four  Local  Authority  Ante-natal  Clinics  outside  the 
hospital.  Under  the  National  Health  Act  responsibility  for 
ante-natal  work  has  been  divided  between  the  hospital  authorities, 
the  local  authorities  and  medical  practitioners,  and  the  dis¬ 
advantages  of  this  arrangement  have  been  overcome  to  some 
extent  by  the  opportunity  which  has  been  given  to  us  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  staffing  these  clinics. 

The  constantly  increasing  demands  of  modern  methods  of 
investigation  and  treatment  place  a  great  strain  on  the  nursing 
and  medical  staff.  Work  in  a  maternity  hospital  goes  on  for 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  all  the  year  round  and  presents  many 
difficulties  when  carried  out  in  an  old  building.  Tribute  must 
be  paid  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Matron  and  her  nursing 
staff  and  also  to  the  resident  staff.

This  hospital  provides  171  beds  for  acute  infectious  diseases 
and  32  beds  for  adult  female  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  hospital  has  continued  to  admit  cases  from  areas  outside 
of  Middlesbrough  including  Thornaby,  wide  areas  of  the  North 

Riding  and  from  other  Authorities  who  do  not  possess  the 
necessary  facilities. 


Service  patients  continued  to  be  admitted  from  as  far  as 
Catterick  and  Barnard  Castle. 


After  the  Appointed  Day  the  hospital  came  under  the 
control  of  the  Cleveland  Hospital  Management  Committee  but 
by  agreement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  the  staffing 

arrangements  from  the  members  of  the  Health  Department 
remain  unaltered. 


Many  of  the  services  such  as  financial,  engineering  works  etc., 
were  continued  by  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  on  an  agency 

basis,  until  such  time  as  the  staff  of  the  Management  Committee 
liad  been  appointed. 
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INo  particular  disease  was  admitted  in  epidemic  proportions, 
the  largest  number  being  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  non-specific 
Enteritis.  Although  on  account  of  this  the  large  wards  of  the 
hospital  have  not  been  fully  occupied,  the  demand  for  cubicle 
accommodation  has  continued  to  increase  and  it  will  be  necessary 
in  the  near  future  for  more  cubicles  to  be  provided. 

The  standard  of  work  at  the  hospital  has  remained  at  a  very 
high  level,  reflecting  great  credit  on  the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff. 

Mrs.  B.  Gardner  retired  from  her  position  of  Matron  on  the 
30th  April,  after  25  years’  faithful  service  to  the  hospital  and  I 
am  sure  the  Committee  will  join  with  me  in  appreciation  of  her 
services  and  wish  that  her  retirement  will  be  pleasant.  She  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  S.  E.  Hunter,  who  took  up  her  duties  as  Matron 
on  the  1st  May. 

Eight  Nurses  were  presented  for  the  Final  Fever  Examination 
and  all  passed.  Eight  Nurses  sat  for  and  passed  Part  A  and  B 
of  the  Preliminary  Certificate  and  one  Nurse  sat  Part  A  and  one 
Part  B  of  the  Preliminary  Certificate.  All  were  successful.  This 
once  more  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Sister  Tutor  who  has  been 
largely  responsible  for  the  training  of  the  Nurses  and  on  the 
Medical  Staff  who  have  undertaken  lectures.

Diphtheria. 

There  were  54  cases  of  Diphtheria  admitted  during  the  year, 
with  four  deaths.  None  of  the  fatal  cases  had  been  immunised, 
and  were  aged  between  2  and  5  years.  The  Gravis  type  of 
organism  was  again  in  preponderance. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Admission  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  the  lowest  since 
1942,  and  were  278  as  compared  with  610  in  1947.  The  type  of 
case  continued  mild  with  few  complications. 

Enteritis  and  Dysentery. 

28  cases  of  Dysentery  of  a  mild  type  were  admitted,  with  no 
deaths,  as  compared  with  five  cases  and  one  death  in  1947. 

There  were  123  cases  of  non-specific  Enteritis  admitted 
during  the  year,  with  32  deaths,  as  compared  with  118  cases  and 
38  deaths  in  1947.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  under  2  years, 
and  all  fatal  cases  were  under  18  months,  the  large  majority  (26) 
being  under  six  months. 

Cerebrospinal  Fever. 

There  were  only  eight  cases  with  no  fatality  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  21  cases  and  three  deaths  in  1947. 

Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

There  were  four  cases  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  admitted 
in  1948,  as  compared  with  three  in  1947.  All  were  fatal. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Five  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  diagnosed 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  16  in  1947.  Two  cases  were 
referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Out-patients’  Department,  for  further 
treatment  on  discharge. 

There  were  also  three  cases  of  Polio-encephalitis  diagnosed, 
of  which  two  died. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

26  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  with  no  deaths. 
They  were  all  relatively  mild  cases  and  responded  quickly  to 
modern  treatment.  This  compares  with  33  cases  in  1947. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Three  cases  were  admitted  in  the  year,  which  is  half  the 
previous  years  total.  All  quickly  responded  to  treatment. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

4  mild  cases  were  admitted  without  loss,  as  compared  with 
six  the  previous  year. 

Measles. 

51  cases  were  admitted  in  the  year,  of  which  one  died  from 
Broncho-Pneumonia.  There  were  70  cases,  with  two  deaths  the 
previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

15  cases  were  admitted  during  1948  with  one  death,  as 
compared  with  13  cases  and  one  death  in  1947.

SECTION  C. 


MATERNITY  AMD  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  section  of  the  Department  has  been  under  the  day-to-day 
supervision  of  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  with  the  assistance  of  one 
whole-time  Medical  Officer  and  part-time  assistance  from  several 
others.  The  work  of  the  Department  has  steadily  increased 
during  the  year  and  there  has  been  a  slow  but  steady  improvement 
in  the  staffing  position. 

Ao  major  developments  in  new  Clinics  were  possible  during 
the  v ear  and  it  is  still  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  the  premises 
in  which  Clinics  have  been  held  are  very  unsuitable  for  the 
purpose.  There  is  an  overall  need  for  an  increased  number  of 
(  hild  Welfare  Clinics  and  for  an  increased  number  of  sessions 
to  be  held  for  Ante-Natal  purposes,  as  attendances  at  most  of 
these  Clinics  are  far  too  large  to  allow  of  the  efficient  carrying;  out 
of  the  work.  ‘  ° 

As  the  new  Housing  Estates  are  developed  in  Middlesbrough, 
transfer  of  staff  such  as  Domiciliary  Midwives  and  provision  of 
new  Clinic  facilities  becomes  important  and  steps  will  soon  have 
to  be  taken  in  this  direction  to  maintain  an  adequate  service  for 
all  parts  of  the  town. 

With  the  inception  of  the  new  Health  Act  and  by  co-operation 
with  the  Consulting  Obstetrician  of  the  Maternity  Hospital,  a 
start  was  made  in  organising  Ante-Natal  Clinics  under  his 
direction  and  by  the  attendance  of  members  of  his  Medical  Staff 
from  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics.  This  was 
in  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  seeing  that  the  medical  care  of  these 
Clinics  was  under  practitioners  actively  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  obstetrics. 

Not  all  Clinics,  however,  were  covered  in  this  way  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  1949  further  steps  may  be  possible  in  this  direction. 


MIDWIFERY. 

Midwives. 

The  number  of  Midwives  who  in  January,  1948,  notified  their 
intention  to  practise  in  Middlesbrough  was  52.  This  number 
included  the  Supervisor  of  Domiciliary  Midwives,  3  in  independent 
practice,  1  in  a  private  nursing  home,  14  on  the  staff  of  the 
Maternity  Hospital  and  5  on  the  staff  of  the  Middlesbrough 
General  Hospital. 
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Out  of  a  total  of  3,497  births  notified  in  the  area  3,L41  were 
attended  by  midwives.  In  the  remaining  356  cases  the  midwives 
acted  as  maternity  nurses.  The  number  of  cases  in  which  medical 
aid  was  summoned  by  district  midwives  under  Section  14(1)  of 
the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  was  592. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  }7ear  there  were  24  domiciliary 
midwives  and  one  supervisor  of  Midwives.  During  the  year 
2  midwives  resigned.  One  midwife  was  granted  twelve  months 
leave  of  absence  commencing  the  31st  March,  1948.  Another 
midwife  was  off  duty  from  19th  July  to  13th  November.  Five 
midwives  were  appointed,  making  a  total  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  26  midwives  and  one  supervisor. 


The  maximum  number  of  midwives  at  any  one  time  was  25, 
this  number  pertaining  for  a  period  of  one  month  only. 

The  services*  of  the  midwives  were  again  allocated  to  six 
districts,  thus  : —

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PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 


I  here  were  80  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  during  the  year. 

09  of  these  were  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  17  from  the 
District. 


Of  the  69  Maternity  Hospital  cases  15  occurred  in  women 

who  had  been  admitted  as  abnormal  cases  from  outside  areas. 

11  Maternity  Hospital  cases,  i.e.,  16%  were  transferred  to  West 

Lane  Fever  Hospital.  In  the  previous  year  43%  were  trans- 

ferred.  The  use  of  Penicillin  either  alone  or  in  combination  with 

Sulphonamide  drugs  markedly  shortened  the  duration  of  the 

illness  m  many  of  the  cases  and  obviated  the  need  for  transference 
to  another  hospital. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurring  in 
mothers  delivered  on  the  Borough  districts  was  17.  Of  these 
13  were  admitted  to  West  Lane  Fever  Hospital  while  the 
remaining  4  were  nursed  by  Municipal  Midwives.

Deaths  in  the  Neo-natal  period,  that  is  within  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life  accounted  for  49%  of  the  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  compared  with  47%  for  1947.  The  percentage  of  these 
deaths  occurring  on  districts  was  48  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  52. 

Prematurity  combined  with  associated  conditions  such  as 
atelectasis  and  haemorrhage  was  the  cause  of  65%  of  the 
Neo-natal  deaths. 

Recent  statistical  evidence  shows  that  in  England  and  Wales 
more  than  half  of  all  infants  dying  during  the  first  year  of  life 
die  during  the  Neo-natal  period  and  of  these  Neo-natal  deaths, 
60% — 70%  are  due  to  conditions  related  to  birth,  namely 
prematurity  or  injury. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  true  cause 
of  Neo-natal  deaths  and  when  the  cause  has  been  prematurity, 
the  factors  leading  to  the  premature  birth.  In  only  eight  cases 
has  it  been  impossible  to  ascertain  any  cause  whatsoever.  This 
gives  a  figure  of  8.5%  compared  with  28%  unknown  causes 
last  vear.

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HEALTH  VISITING. 

Staff. 

T  he  year  1948  has  been  in  a  sense  an  eventful  one  in  that 
we  received  on  to  the  staff  the  first  five  Health  Visitors  taking 
advantage  of  the  Council’s  assisted  scheme  for  training.  All 
H  y  ^nd  were  retained  upon  the  staff. 

We  commenced  the  year  with  a  Superintendent  Health 
Visitor  and  9  Health  Visitors  but  on  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  M. 
Marks  and  Miss  A.  Gray  at  the  end  of  February  we  remained  at 
7  until  the  newly  qualified  Health  Visitors  took  up  their  duties 
in  April.  These  were  Miss  E.  Davison,  Mrs.  Daly,  Miss  Roden. 
Miss  Lutener  and  Miss  Bendelow,  the  first  three  having  received 
then*  Public  Health  training  at  Newcastle  and  the  last  two  at 
Durham.  Miss  L.  Dyer  joined  the  staff  on  May  14tli  from 
Oxford  where  she  had  completed  her  training.  The  staff  now  13. 
was  reduced  in  July  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Armstrong  and 
fui  tlier  at  the  end  of  October  by  the  leaving  of  Miss  Burt.  Miss 
Woolcock  came  as  a  temporary  Health  Visitor  on  December  8th. 
bringing  the  total  to  1  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  and  12 
Health  \  isitors  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Student  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year  10  candidates  were  accepted  for  assisted 
training  as  Health  A  isitors  ;  of  these  two  commenced  at 
Liverpool  in  August  and  three  at  Newcastle  in  October.  Arrange¬ 
ment  had  also  been  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  five 
remaining  students  to  start  in  Leicester  in  January  1949. 

Home  Visiting. 

There  has  been  a  total  of  3,497  births.  Every  attempt 
has  been  made  to  do  the  primary  visits  on  the  fifteenth  day  or 
as  soon  as  possible  afterwards,  and  3,259  of  these  were  paid. 

Whilst  the  staff  has  not  been  sufficient  to  visit  as  frequently 
oi  as  regularly  as  desirable  there  has  been  some  increase  in  the 

visiting  generally.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  I _ 5 

years  of  age  group.

The  investigation  of  all  new  cases  applying  for  admission  to 
to  the  Maternity  Hospital  where  any  doubt  has  existed  as  to  their 
need  for  priority  consideration  has  again  been  undertaken  by 
the  Staff  of  this  Department.  374  visits  have  been  made  during 
which  opportunity  was  taken  to  give  advice  on  ante-natal  care. 

The  two  camps  of  £‘  Squatters  ”  have  been  visited  regularly 
during  the  year. 


Unfortunately  more  children  have  been  lost  sight  of  during 
the  year  and  those  such  whose  records  are  in  this  Department 
number  400.

It  will  be  seen  from 
these  figures  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  movement 
of  child  population  and  only  more  frequent  regular  visiting  will 
reduce  the  loss  as  now  shown  in  the  figures  for  those  “  not  traced”. 


Child  Life  Protection  and  Adoptions. 

There  were  twelve  foster-mothers  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  caring  for  fourteen  children. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  visits  and  interviews  arranged 
in  relation  to  adoptions  was  397.  The  children  for  whom  this 
Department  was  third  party  or  was  asked  by  other  Authorities 
or  Adoption  Societies  to  assume  responsibility  for  children  being- 
transferred  into  the  Borough  have  been  carefully  supervised. 
The  number  of  children  in  whose  care  this  Department  partici¬ 
pated  and  for  whom  Court  Orders  legalising  the  adoptions  were 
signed  was  24. 


[t  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  visits  is  high  in 
comparison  with  the  number  of  children  adopted.  It  is  accounted 
for  by 


(a)  the  separate  visits  to  adopters  prior  to  receiving  a  child 
and  by  the  regular  routine  visits  to  their  homes  during 
the  probationary  period  when  they  have  a  child  in  their 
care. 


(b)  visits  of  expectant  unmarried  mothers  requiring  their 
babies  to  be  considered  for  adoption  who  find  themselves 
unable  to  part  with  the  child  after  it  is  born  or  are  able 
with  help  and  encouragement  to  make  alternative 
arrangements.

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  attended  Court  on  one 
occasion  to  advise  on  the  return  of  children  to  parents  who  had 
just  completed  serving  a  term  of  imprisonment  for  neglect. 


Premature  Births. 

There  continues  to  be  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
premature  infants  since  1945  when  we  first  began  to  keep  separate 
records.  The  numbers  for  these  years  are  as  follows  : — -

The  routine  practice  of  paying  two  visits  in  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life  has  been  continued  in  most  cases  but  it  is  regretted 
that  the  pressure  of  new  births  and  the  very  limited  staff  has 
made  it  difficult  to  visit  as  often  as  the  frailty  of  the  infant 
demanded. 


It  is  often  impossible  to  obtain  hospital  treatment  for  these 
premature  babies  and  they  have  to  be  cared  for  at  home. 


Neither  the  Mid  wives  nor  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  adequate 
to  give  frequent  attention  to  these  infants  and  it  is  hoped  to 
take  steps  to  appoint  a  special  team  of  nurses  to  be  available 
to  undertake  domiciliary  care  where  hospitalisation  is  impossible.

During  the  year  cots  have  been  on  loan  from  this  Department 
for  the  use  of  Premature  Infants.  These  are  specially  designed  and 
furnished  with  two  linings  to  ensure  them  being  draught-proof, 
three  hot  water  bottles,  blankets,  flannel  clothing,  etc.,  whilst 
special  feeders,  mucous  catheters  and  sub-clinical  thermometers 
have  been  supplied  to  the  Mid  wives.

Special  Clinic  for  Toddlers. 

During  the  months  of  May,  June  and  July  special  sessions 
were  held  to  which  mothers  brought  children  over  one  year  by 
invitation.  These  were  children  whom  the  Health  Visitors 
found  during  the  course  of  routine  visiting  were  requiring  special 
examination  but  who  had  either  not  attended  a  Clinic  before  or 
not  since  babyhood.  Forty  five  such  sessions  were  held.  Of 
the  550  children  invited  360  or  65%  attended.  Where  it  was 
felt  that  another  opportunity  should  be  given  to  non-attenders 
36  were  re-invited  ;  of  these  9  or  25%  attended.  The  number 
invited  to  each  session  was  purposely  restricted  to  approximately 
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12  so  that  a  thorough  examination  could  be  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer.  The  mothers  appreciated  these  clinics  but 
they  were  discontinued  when  the  Medical  Officer  who  attended 
them  was  required  for  more  pressing  duties  and  because  they 
detracted  from  the  time  available  for  home  visiting.  It  was 
anticipated  that  when  the  medical  and  health  visiting  staff  was 
up  to  full  strength  it  would  be  possible  to  have  a  sufficient  number 
of  ordinary  sessions  at  which  the  older  groups  of  children  could 
be  seen  and  also  that  there  would  be  more  frequent  supervision 
of  these  children  in  their  homes.

Centre  Attendants. 

The  appointment  of  this  grade  of  worker  during  1947  has 
been  amply  justified  during  1948.  There  have  been  some  changes 
in  personnel,  Mrs.  Kane  leaving  in  February,  being  replaced  by 
Miss  Waters,  who  resigned  in  June  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs. 
Irwin.  The  duties  have  been  expanded  to  the  benefit  of  the 
service. 
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Mothereraft  Teaching. 

The  “  Mothereraft  ”  class  referred  to  in  the  1947  Report 
whjeh  was  conducted  by  Miss  I  meson,  Health  Visitor,  finished 
in  March,  1948. 

Those  students  attending  were  keen  and  interested. 

Six  candidates  were  entered  for  the  National  Mothereraft 
Certificate  Examination,  all  of  whom  passed,  two  getting  1st  class 
honours,  two  2nd  class  honours,  one  distinction  and  one  pass. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 
Councillor  Mrs.  Burton  attended  a  Social  and  Film  evening 
when  the  results  of  the  Examination  were  disclosed. 

Miss  Imeson  is  again  conducting  a  Mothereraft  Class  on 
behalf  of  the  Education  Authority. 


District  Ante-natal  Clinics. 

On  the  2nd  July  the  number  of  clinics  was  increased  from 
four  per  week  to  five  per  week  by  the  opening  of  one  at  Whinnev 
Banks.  After  the  5th  July,  the  two  Resident  Medical  Officers 
from  the  Maternity  Hospital  took  over  four  of  the  district  ante¬ 
natal  clinics.  This  was  in  accordance  with  the  policy  emphasised 
since  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  that 
doctors  doing  practical  obstetrics  should  also  do  the  ante-natal 
work.  As  however,  these  Medical  Officers  could  not  spare  more 
time  from  their  hospital  duties,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  continued  to  conduct  one 
district  ante-natal  clinic. 

The  number  of  women  who  made  at  least  one  visit  to  a 
district  ante-natal  clinic  represents  42%  of  the  total  number 
who  gave  birth  to  children  during  the  year.

Routine  Blood  Testing.  Blood  samples  for  examination 
for  the  Rhesus  factor,  Kahn  and  Wassertnann  Reactions  were 
taken  as  a  routine  procedure  at  the  Ante-natal  clinics.  The 
following  figures  show  the  results. 

Total  number  of  blood  specimens  taken  was  1,112,  represent¬ 
ing  76.6 %  routine  testing  of  all  women  attending  the  Ante-natal 
clinics.  An  effort  is  made  to  take  a  blood  sample  at  the 
expectant  mother's  first  visit  to  the  clinic  but  if  it  is  not  possible 
to  do  so  then  and,  as  sometimes  happens,  only  one  attendance 
is  made,  the  opportunity  to  test  the  blood  is  lost.  The  percentage 
of  routine  testing  that  was  attained  during  last  year  is  therefore 
considered  a  good  one.

The  percentage  of  Rhesus  negatives  was  16.  The  usually 
accepted  figure  for  Rhesus  negative  women  in  the  country  as 
a  whole  is  15%.  A  further  test  to  determine  to  what  extent 
the  Rhesus  negativity  might  affect  the  expected  baby  by  the 
presence  or  absence  of  antibodies  in  the  mother’s  blood  was 
carried  out  in  certain  cases.  In  11  of  these  antibodies  were

During  the  year  22  new  cases  were  referred  for  examination 
by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  from  the  Adela  Shaw  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  and  21  attended.  153  were  invited  for  re-attendance 
and  119  attended.

National  Certificate  for  Nursery  Nurses— Training  of  Students. 

Lecture  Courses  and  Observation  visits  on  the  health  subjects 
in  the  syllabus  for  Training  of  Nursery  Nurses  were  again  arranged 
through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  for  students 
from  Nurses  Classes  and  from  Day  Nurseries. 

The  majority  of  the  lectures  were  given  by  the  Nurserv 
Matrons,  the  remainder  being  given  by  the  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Resident  Medical  Officer 
from  West  Lane  Hosjhtal. 

Infant  Food  Depot. 

During  the  year  there  were  sold  and  distributed  some  60,000 
tins  of  National  Dried  Milk,  40,000  packets  of  proprietary  milk 
foods  and  vitamin  foods  as  well  as  Ministry  of  Food  products 
from  the  premises  at  28,  Dunning  Street. 

It  has  not  been  possible  yet  to  consider  further  the  adaptation 
of  the  premises  or  the  removal  to  larger  and  more  suitable 
accommodation.

Mothers  who  are  compelled  by  domestic  or  financial  reasons 
to  take  up  employment,  may  have  their  children  cared  for  at  the 
Nurseries  and  in  this  way  many  women  have  been  made  available 
for  essential  work. 

Children  up  to  five  years  of  age  are  accepted  provided 
accommodation  is  available  and  a  charge  of  l/2d.  per  day  is  made 
for  maintenance. 

Each  child  has  to  be  immunised  against  diphtheria  before 
admission  and  regular  medical  inspection  is  undertaken  by  the 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

f  he  Nurseries  have  been  approved  for  training  purposes  by 
the  National  Nursery  Examination  Board  and  Student  Nurses- 
are  thus  able  to  obtain  their  Nursery  Nurses  Certificate  whilst 
employed  in  the  Nurseries. 


DENTAL  TREATMENT  OF  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS 
AND  PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  L.  T.  Davidson  Heppell,  F.D.S., 
R.C.S.  (Eng.),  L.D.S.  (Durham),  for  the  following  report  : — 

Prior  to  the  5th  July,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  had  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Hospital 
Committee,  a  Dental  Service  for  Expectant  Mothers  and  Pre- 
School  Children  at  the  General  Hospital,  Middlesbrough.  Under 
the  development  envisaged  in  the  new  Act,  it  was  evident  that 
this  Clinic  would  not  be  available  any  more  for  such  purposes, 
as  it  would  ultimately  be  developed  as  a  Specialist  Dental 
Department  for  the  Hospital  services. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  modern  Dental  Anaesthetic 
apparatus  was  obtained,  so  as  to  obviate  in-patient  treatment 
for  expectant  mothers  which  had  previously  been  necessary. 
Plans  were  drawn  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  creation  of  a  new  Dental  Department  for  priority  cases  at  the 
Gables  Welfare  Centre,  but  final  approval  was  not  obtained  before 
the  end  of  1948. 

It  seems  likely  that  there  will  still  be  further  delay  in  the 
preparation  of  this  Clinic,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  it  will  be 
in  use  much  before  the  end  of  1949. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  Dentists  on  the  staff  of  the  Local 
Authority,  it  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  institute  any 
system  of  routine  Dental  inspection  of  expectant  mothers  at 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  by  Dental  Staff,  but  such  examinations  were 
done  by  the  Medical  Officers  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics, 
who,  themselves  referred  any  cases  who  in  their  opinion  required 
dental  treatment  to  the  Dental  Surgeon  at  the  General  Hospital, 
where  cases  were  dealt  with  by  appointment.  A  similar  system 
prevailed  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  where  the  Medical 
Officers  attending  obtained  appointments  for  pre-school  children 
at  the  General  Hospital  Clinic.

Diphtheria. 

the  cases  notitied  numbered  49  against  41  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  5  deaths  in  children,  none  of  whom  had  been 
immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  cases  notified,  247  notifications 
were  received  as  against  522  for  the  year  1947.  The  individual 
cases,  however,  continued  to  be  of  a  mild  type.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  this  disease. 

Cerebrospinal  Fever. 

Notifications  of  Cerebro -spinal  Fever  decreased  from  23  in 
1947  to  9  in  1948.  There  was  1  death. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  30  notified  cases. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Eighty -five  cases  were  notified. 

Dysentery. 

Notifications  or  Bacillary  Dysentery  numbered  45,  as  against 
4  for  the  year  1947,  practically  all  being  of  the  Sonnei  type. 
Sixteen  cases  occurred  in  a  small  outbreak  in  Parkside  Day 
Nursery  and  two  in  Mosman  Terrace  Day  Nursery.  The 
remaining  cases  were  in  domestic  households. 

Measles. 

During  the  year,  1,414  notifications  were  received  as  compared 
with  2,755  for  the  year  1947.  There  was  one  death.  All  cases 
were  visited  and  kept  under  observation  by  Health  Department 
Nurses.

A  reasonably  high  level  of  immunisation  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year  1948,  this  fact  being  reflected  in  the  comparatively 
few  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  the  town  which  numbered  49 
with  five  fatal,  none  of  which  was  immunized. 

It  is  necessary  to  press  ahead  however  to  secure  if  possible, 
that  every  child  is  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  age  of  8  months. 

Full  use  of  publicity  material  has  been  made  during  the 
year  to  advertise  the  efficiency  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
and  the  facilities  available  locally.  Free  facilities  exist  at  schools, 
school  clinics  and  infant  welfare  centres  for  the  carrying  out 
of  this  work,  and  in  addition  the  service  is  available  to  family 
practitioners  through  the  National  Health  Service  Act.

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SCABIES. 


The  work  at  the  Scabies  Treatment  Centre  was  fully 
maintained  during  the  year  but  there  was  a  gradual  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment.  This  was  evident 
m  all  age  groups  as  is  shown  in  the  statistics  which  compare  the 
attendances  in  1947  with  those  in  1948. 

As  the  year  advanced  it  became  necessary  to  hand  back  the 
premises  occupied  by  the  Centre  to  the  Baths  Committee  for 
use  in  the  Public  Baths  and  the  Centre  was  transferred  on  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Hospitals  Committee  to  an  unoccupied  ward  at 
West  Lane  Isolation  Hospital  on  2nd  June,  1948,  where  it 
continued  to  function  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  diminished  incidence  of  this  disease  is  now  such  that 
with  the  increased  facilities  for  treatment  of  skin  diseases  now 
available  at  the  general  hospitals  in  Middlesbrough,  it  does 
not  seem  likely  that  a  Special  Centre  will  have  to  be  maintained 
very  long  as  the  few  cases  of  this  disease  now  arising  could 
adequately  be  treated  domestically.

Hie  Chest  Clinic  at  the  General  Hosjiital  Out-patient 
Department  held  on  Thursday  afternoon  was  continued  and 
duiing  the  course  of  the  year,  1,123  new  cases  were  seen.  This 
gives  an  average  of  approximately  20  patients  per  session. 


All  contacts  of  notified  cases  are  reviewed,  those  over  the 
age  of  5  years  are  x-rayed  and  those  under  the  age  of  14  years 
are  tuberculin  tested  and  all  the  under-5  age  group  positive 
reactors  are  x-rayed.  932  contacts  were  examined  in  this  wav 
during  the  year  and  71  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  discovered. 


General  Practitioners  X-ray  Scheme. 

This  scheme  which  has  become  known  as  the  Bermondsey 
Scheme  after  the  place  of  its  origin,  was  introduced  from  8th  April. 
1948.  General  practitioners  are  able  to  arrange  by  telephone 
or  letter  for  an  x-ray  of  the  chest  of  their  patients.  This  x-ray 
examination  is  carried  out  by  appointment  at  the  Radiological 
Department  of  the  General  Hospital  and,  following  a  joint  session 
of  the  Radiologist  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  a  report  on  the 
film  is  forwarded  to  the  doctor.  During  the  year  516  x-ray 
examinations  were  made  and  20  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  discovered  as  well  as  120  cases  requiring  further  investi¬ 
gation  m  respect  ot  such  chest  conditions  as  bronchiectasis  and 
new  growth  of  the  lung.

Dispensary  Supervision. 

While  the  active  therapy  and  diagnosis  of  Tuberculous  cases 
has  moved  to  the  hospital,  cases  under  surveillance  on  discharge 
from  sanatorium  are  reviewed  at  the  clinic  at  35  Grange  Road. 
During  the  course  of  the  year  2,137  patients  attended,  giving 
an  average  of  14  consultations  per  clinic. 

A  further  Health  Visitor  was  appointed  with  effect  from 
April.  1948.  This  appointment  was  necessary  because  of  the 
increase  in  the  domiciliary  visiting  due  to  thorough  contact 
investigation.  The  Health  Visitors  made  6,017  visits  during 
the  course  of  the  year. 

555  pathological  specimens  were  examined  during  1948. 
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X-ray  Examination. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  2,863  radiographs  were  taken 
for  the  service.  This  steadily  increasing  work  is  adding  to  the 
difficulties  of  an  already  busy  department  but  it  is  necessary  to 
lecord  the  fact  that  the  standard  of  the  work  is  very  high  and 
the  continued  co-operation  of  radiologist  and  radiographer  is 
invaluable. 


A.P.  Clinics. 

104  patients  attended  as  out-patients  for  refills  of  artificial 
pneumothorax  and  pneumoperitoneum.  Screening  facilities  at 
the  Radiological  Department  at  the  General  Hospital  are  used 
and  the  refills  given  in  the  out-patient  department  every  Tuesday 
and  Friday  morning. 


Occupational  Therapy. 

The  work  of  this  department  continued  during  the  year  and 
great  benefit  was  obtained  by  both  in-patients  and  out-patients. 
The  woodwork  centre  at  Meath  Street,  operated  by  our  Voluntary 
Care  Committee,  continued  its  useful  work.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 


Poole  Sanatorium. 

169  patients  from  Middlesbrough  received  treatment  in  this 
sanatorium  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  164  in  1947. 
This  number  was  made  up  of  75  males,  73  females  and  21  children. 
There  were  36  males,  28  females  and  14  children  remaining  in 
the  sanatorium  at  the  end  of  1948. 

West  Lane  Sanatorium. 

127  female  patients  were  admitted  to  this  sanatorium  during 
the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  32  patients  remained  in  the 
sanatorium. 

General  Hospital. 

177  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  including  15 
males  from  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  area. 


Hemlington  Hospital. 

217  patients  were  admitted  to  this  Hospital  during  1948. 
These  cases  were  observation  chest  disease,  e.g.,  bronchiectasis, 
malignant  lung  conditions,  closed  tuberculous  cases,  pleural 
effusions,  bone  and  joint  tuberculosis  and  gland  tuberculosis. 
47  patients  remained  in  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Adela  Shaw  Orthopedic  Hospital,  Kirby  Moorside. 

3  children  with  tuberculous  bone  disease  were  admitted  to 
this  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Shotley  Bridge  Thoracic  Surgery  Centre. 

60  patients  were  referred  to  Shotley  Bridge  for  the  thoracic 
surgical  department’s  opinion.  They  were  made  up  of  malignant 
disease  of  the  lung,  bronchiectasis  and  cystic  lung  disease.  While 
admission  for  all  probable  cases  of  cancer  was  arranged,  only 
9  cases  of  bronchiectasis  were  admitted. 
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Conclusion. 

An  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  Tuberculosis  Service  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  association 
with  the  Local  Authority.  The  hospital  work,  including 
diagnosis  and  treatment,  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Hospital 
Management  Committees  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
while  the  domiciliary  care  and  home  visiting  remained  the 
responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority. 

the  medical  staff  and  clerical  staff  were  transferred  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  while  the  Almoner  and  the  Health 
\  isitors  remained  with  the  Local  Authority.  On  paj3er.  this 
arrangement  may  seem  a  complete  disruption  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Service  but  in  point  of  fact  it  has  continued  to  function  as  before 
the  appointed  day  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  continued 
co-operation  between  the  two  authorities  will  ensure  the  smooth 
functioning  of  its  various  parts. 

The  re-distribution  of  beds  available  did  not  take  place  in 
1948  and  during  the  year  Middlesbrough  enjoyed  an  adequate 
hospital  accommodation  for  chest  cases.  It  is  doubtful  whether 
such  favourable  conditions  will  be  maintained  under  the  new 
arrangement. 

The  continued  co-operation  with  the  Housing  Committee 
and  their  favourable  consideration  to  the  problem  of  re-housing 
tuberculous  families  continued  throughout  the  year.  80 
tuberculous  families  were  helped  and,  in  reducing  the  opportunity 
for  contact  infection,  this  work  undoubtedly  has  a  material 
beaiing  on  the  reduction  ot  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES.

ALMONERS  REPORT. 

Although  Regulation  33B  was  revoked  on  31st  December, 
1947,  names  of  contacts  were  still  given  confidentially  and 
followed  up  by  the  Almoner  wherever  possible,  as  was  the  practice 
before  this  regulation  came  into  being. 

During  the  year  over  800  letters  have  been  sent  and  more 
than  600  visits  made  ;  78  children  having  been  examined  of 
whom  10  were  found  to  be  requiring  treatment,  the  others  being 
free  from  disease. 

Personal  contact  and  persuasion  by  the  Almoner  has  proved 
very  valuable  in  bringing  to  the  Clinic  many  contacts  who  may 
otherwise  not  have  attended. 

Sympathy  and  understanding  does  much  to  help  these 
people  and  also  paves  the  way  for  the  treatment  which  may 
be  advised.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


General  pathological  work  has  continued  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  Central  Clinical  Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital. 
The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  has  continued 
to  function  in  this  particular  sphere  and  all  specimens  of  a  Public 
Health  nature  have  been  sent  there. 

Continued  discussions  took  place  with  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  it  now  seems  clear  that 
a  Public  Health  Laboratory  will  probably  be  developed  in 
Middlesbrough  during  1949. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  D.  J.  H.  Payne  for  the  following  figures 
of  specimens  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton 
from  the  Middlesbrough  area,  which  shows  the  volume  of  work

I  am  indebted  also  to  Dr.  Stanley  Wray,  Director  of  the 
Central  Clinical  Laboratory,  General  Hospital,  for  the  following 
report  on  the  work  of  his  Laboratory  : — 

During  1948  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Clinical  Laboratory 
have  considerably  increased  in  scope  and  full  advantage  has 
been  taken  of  this  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  has  trebled  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  responsible  for  the  examin¬ 
ation  of  more  than  1,000  specimens  per  week. 

Further  advance  has  been  made  with  the  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  and  during  the  year  the  Central  and  Peripheral 
Laboratories  have  been  responsible  for  cross  matching  and 
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issuing  2,154  pints  of  blood.  In  addition  many  more  ante-natal 
patients  at  clinics,  hospitals,  out-patients  and  those  sent  by 
general  practitioners,  have  been  examined  for  Rhesus  Group, 
and  where  troubles  are  suspected  appropriate  measures  are 
recommended. 

During  the  year  additional  Peripheral  Laboratories  were 
organised  at  the  North  Riding  Infirmary  and  Stockton  and 
J  hornaby  Hospital  and  preliminary  arrangements  had  been  made 
foi  a  further  laboratory  to  be  opened  at  the  Friarage  Hospital. 
Northallerton.  It  was  also  arranged  that  the  laboratory  at 
North  Ormesby  Hospital  should  be  taken  into  the  combined 
laboratory  organisation  for  this  district  on  the  1st  January,  1949. 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
became  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Clinical 
Laboratory  Service.” 

Chemical  Analyses  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Borough  Analysts,  Messrs.  Jackson  and  Scholes. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  samples  of 
water  were  also  carried  out  at  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board’s 

Laboratories  by  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling  of  the  Counties  Public  Health 
Laboratory.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SECTION. 


From  5th  July,  1948,  under  the  new  Health  Act,  the  Health 
Committee  became  responsible  for  the  development  of  a  Mental 
Welfare  Service.  This  was  commenced  by  the  appointment 
of  a  Mental  Welfare  Sub-Committee  which  controlled  all  the 
Mental  Health  Services  and  which  met  on  the  first  Tuesday 
following  the  Council  meeting  in  each  month.  The  constitution

Staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Service  was  developed  under  the  general  supervisory 
control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  detailed 
administration  being  undertaken  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Efforts  were  made  by  the  Authority  to  appoint  a 
Psychiatrist  on  a  whole-time  basis  but  there  was  no  response  to 
advertisement.  Approaches  were  made  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  part-time  services  of  one  of  their  Specialist 
Psychiatrists  but  once  more  it  was  impossible  to  make  any 
appointment  owing  to  shortage  of  available  staff. 

In  view  of  this,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Sub -Committee 
resolved  to  appoint  a  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
so  as  to  allow  of  sufficient  time  being  devoted  to  the  administration 
of  this  Service  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  appointment  will  be  made  early  in  1949. 


Mental  Health  Visitors. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  obtain  any  applications  from 
fully  qualified  persons  for  the  posts  of  Mental  Health  Visitors 
owing  to  the  national  shortage  of  suitably  qualified  candidates. 
The  Sub-Committee  appointed  as  its  Mental  Health  Visitors 
Mr.  W.  R.  Sidaway  and  Mrs.  L.  Sawdon,  both  of  whom  had  had 
some  previous  experience  of  some  aspects  of  Mental  Health 
together  with  Home  Visiting. 
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Steps  were  taken  for  their  further  training  by  members  of 
the  Medical  Staff  and  for  their  attendance  at  courses  of  instruction 
organised  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

These  officers  were  also  appointed  as  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  and  in  addition,  Mr.  W.  Marshall  and  Mr.  T.  Horner  of 
the  St.  Luke  s  Mental  Hospital  Staff  were  appointed  as  additional 
part-time  Duly  Authorised  Officers. 


Occupation  Centre. 

iliis  Centre  is  situate  in  Settlement  Hall,  Newport  Road 
and  is  under  the  control  of  Mrs.  F.  Gray  a  qualified  teacher 
with  a  Mental  Health  Diploma,  assisted  by  Mrs.  E.  M.  Dent- 
experienced  in  the  work  of  an  Occupation  Centre. 

The  premises  is  a  single  room  and  is  quite  unsuitable  for 
the  purpose.  It  was  visited  by  the  Sub -Committee  who  agreed 
that  as  soon  as  possible  a  new  Occupation  Centre  should  be 
provided.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  this  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  1949 
a  new  Occupation  Centre  will  be  developed  which  will  allow  of 
some  better  separation  of  the  patients  and  will  also  permit  of 
more  children  being  admitted.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  places 
for  approximately  45  children  in  the  new  Centre.

After-Care  Officer. 

By  arrangement  with  the  National  Association  for  Mental 
Health,  Miss  C.  R.  Hogg  their  local  After-Care  Officer,  was 
appointed  as  part-time  Visitor  by  the  Committee.  Four-elevenths 
of  her  working  week  is  devoted  to  these  duties  and  pro-rata 
payment  made  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  National  Association 
for  Mental  Health.  It  was  agreed  with  this  body  that  further 
meetings  would  be  held  in  the  light  of  experience  to  vary  these 
conditions. 


Co-ordination  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Prior  to  the  Appointed  Hay,  the  Mental  Heficiency  Clinic 
at  the  Middlesbrough  General  Hospital  had  been  inaugurated, 
at  which  Hr.  G.  McCoull,  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Prudhoe 
and  Monkton  Hospital  attended  once  per  month.  In  addition, 
a  weekly  Out-patient  Clinic  at  the  General  Hospital  was  held 
by  Hr.  T.  M.  Cuthbert,  Physician  Superintendent  of  St.  Luke’s 
Mental  Hospital,  Middlesbrough.  Full  co-operation  was  obtained 
after  the  Appointed  Hay  between  the  Local  Authority’s  Mental 
Health  Service  and  these  Clinics.  All  children  whom  the 
Committee  wish  to  recommend  as  requiring  in-patient  care  in  a 
hospital  for  Mental  Hefectives  were  referred  to  Hr.  McCoull 
who  made  the  necessary  arrangements. 

After-Care  patients  who  required  further  psychiatric  control 
were  likewise  referred  to  Hr.  Cuthbert. 

Reports  on  the  home  conditions  of  patients  in  institutions 
or  on  licence  were  furnished  by  the  Mental  Health  Visitors  on 
request  to  the  Medical  Superintendents. 


Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

No  duties  were  delegated  to  any  Local  Voluntary 
Association  but  as  previously  stated,  arrangements  were  made 
with  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  for  that  body 
to  act  as  agents  through  their  local  office,  for  after-care  visiting. 


Mental  Health  Workers — Training. 

Before  the  end  of  the  vear,  one  of  the  Mental  Health  workers 
attended  a  three  weeks'  course  organised  bv  the  Durham 
University  in  conjunction  with  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
other  Mental  Health  worker  to  attend  a  course  earlv  in  1949.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

Since  the  5th  July  the  Middlesbrough  District  Nursing 
Association  have  provided  a  Home  Nursing  Service  on  behalf 
of  the  Council.  At  the  beginning  of  this  period  there  were  12 
nurses  employed  whole-time  and  5  nurses  employed  part-time 
working  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss  I.  G. 
Bulloch  and  her  Assistant,  Miss  J.  Campion.  Staff  changes 
occurred  during  the  year  and  on  the  31st  December,  1948,  there 
were  1.1  nurses  employed  whole-time  and  6  nurses  employed 
part-time. 

Hie  administrative  relationship  with  the  Department  has 
been  a  happy  one. 

Shown  below  is  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Association 
based  on  the  monthly  reports  submitted  : — 
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DOMESTIC  HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

A  Domestic  Help  Organiser  was  appointed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  from  the  5th  July,  1948  the  services  were 
co-ordinated.  The  service  is  available  for  all  households,  where 
the  normal  running  of  the  home  is  disrupted  owing  to  sickness, 
infirmity,  or  domestic  difficulty,  and  invaluable  services  have 
been  given  during  the  year  ;  notable  among  these  being  those 
of  old  people  living  alone  who  look  forward  to  the  weekly  or 
bi-weekly  visit  of  the  Home  Help. 

The  number  of  Helps  employed  has  varied  from  23  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  39  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  maximum 
number  of  Helps  employed  being  40  in  September. 

Nearly  300  enquiries  for  assistance  were  made  during  the 
year.  The  enquiries  came  from  various  sources  ;  doctors, 
hospitals,  welfare  services,  but  the  majority  of  enquiries  (80%) 
were  made  by  individuals. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  250  bookings  were  made  for 
attendance  in  Maternity  cases.  66  bookings  were  cancelled, 
mainly  because  of  the  charge  made.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Prior  to  the  5th  July  the  Ambulance  Service  continued  to 
function  as  in  previous  years,  being  based  at  the  Middlesbrough 
General  Hospital. 

( hdinary  hospital  admissions  to  the  Middlesbrough  General 
Hospital  were  brought  in  by  their  own  vehicle,  whilst  infectious 
diseases  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  by  two 
ambulances  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

On  the  Appointed  Day  the  Isolation  Hospital  ambulances 
were  fused  into  the  general  service  but  were  still  garaged  separately 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  in  the  main  confined  in  their  use  to 
the  admission  of  infectious  cases.  The  General  Hospital  ambu¬ 
lance  was  retained  by  the  Management  Committee  at  that  hospital 
tor  internal  use  in  the  hospital  and  all  admissions  to  the  hospital 
were  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Ambulance  Service. 

In  the  development  plan,  increases  of  staff  had  been 
envisaged  in  order  to  cope  with  this  increased  service  ;  to 
undertake  the  numerous  calls  made  on  the  service  for  cases  being 
discharged  from  hospital  who  required  ambulances  and  sitting- 
case  cars  and  for  the  attendance  of  people  requiring  such  transport 
at  Out-patient  Departments  of  the  various  hospitals  in  the  town. 

I  rom  the  Appointed  Day  a  gradual  increase  in  the  calls  made 
on  the  Public  Ambulance  Service  became  evident  and  as  these 
calls  increased,  the  staff  was  gradually  stepped  up  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  two  extra  drivers  and  three  extra  attendants.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  total  ambulance  strength  was  8  male  drivers, 
male  and  4  female  attendants  and  2  male  and  1  female  telephonists. 

In  addition,  by  arrangement  with  the  Cleveland  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  the  two  infectious  disease  ambulances 
continued  to  be  manned  by  the  rota  of  porter -drivers  on  the 
staff  of  the  Hospital,  the  Health  Committee  being  responsible 
for  the  wages  of  two  of  this  staff. 

Nursing  Staff  from  this  Hospital  continued  to  act  as 
attendants  for  infectious  disease  cases. 
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The  vehicle  strength  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  one 
new  ambulance  and  one  new  sitting- case  car,  so  that  by  the  end 
ot  the  year  the  total  strength  in  vehicles  was  7  ambulances  and 
2  sitting- case  cars.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  S.  R.  Winter,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  for  the  following 
report  : — 

Idle  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and.  to  domestic  consumers,  in  quantity. 

Eight  bacteriological  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined 
per  month.  The  water  supply  is  examined  as  it  leaves  the 
treatment  works  and  also  at  various  points  in  the  area.  Approx¬ 
imately  100  samples  per  month  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  A  summary  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  is  enclosed. 

The  water  supply  is  not  liable  to  have  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

The  water  is  purified  by  slow  sand  filters  followed  by 
treatment  with  ammonia  and  chlorine.  Water  which  has  been 
standing  in  open  service  reservoirs  is  also  treated  with  ammonia 
and  chlorine  before  passing  into  distribution.

1  he  attendances  of  the  schoolchildren  also  show  a  record 
and  with  the  introduction  of  winter  swimming  for  the  senior  boys, 
958  attendances  were  made  and  1,079  boys  were  brought  up  from 
an  elementary  standard  of  swimming  to  competitive  swimming 
during  November  and  December,  1948.  I  hope  to  see  the  senior 
girl  swimmers  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  which  the  Baths 
Committee  have  granted  the  boys  during  the  winter  months. 

Much  can  be  said  for  the  Youth  Organisations  of  the  town, 
for  the  interest  they  take  in  competitive  swimming  ;  these 
different  clubs  have  good  bathing  facilities  but  it  is  a  pity  that 
only  one  night  is  available  for  the  girls.

The  376  small  bins  distributed  in  1946  to  householders  in 
a  surburban  district  for  the  reception  of  Kitchen  Waste,  continued 
to  give  satisfaction  to  the  householders. 

Throughout  the  year  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse 
was  maintained. 

Two  additional  furnace  cells  were  installed  at  the  Refuse 
Disposal  Works.  Not  having  a  tip  for  crude  refuse,  it  was 
necessary  to  resort  to  barging  to  sea  whilst  these  cells  were 
installed. 

The  market  for  spare  parts  and  tyres  eased  considerably 
during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  the  repairs  and  maintenance 
of  vehicles  proceeded  smoothly.  Each  vehicle  is  taken  off  the 
road  periodically,  and  given  a  thorough  overhaul.  The 
introduction  of  the  Department’s  maintenance  staff  has  materially 
assisted  the  efficiencv  of  refuse  collection.

The  release  of  materials  for  property  repairs  eased  slightly 
during  the  year.  Metal  spoutings  and  fallpipes  have  been  in 
short  supply.  With  the  introduction  of  cheaper  aluminium 
rain  water  goods,  repairers  have  been  enabled  to  substitute  these 
for  metal.  Cost  has  undoubtedly  retarded  repairs.  Owners- 
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have  repeatedly  stated  that  in  comparison  with  pre-war  their 
repair  biller  have  increased  300%,  and  they  deplore  the  fact  that 
notwithstanding  all  their  commitments  they  are  unable  to 
increase  rents  so  as  to  offset  at  least  part  of  the  cost. 

The  reticence  of  owners  to  carry  our  repairs  increased  the 
number  of  visits  of  re-inspection  by  Inspectors,  and  the  amount 
of  correspondence  and  interviews  in  order  to  get  results.  In  two 
cases  it  was  necessary  to  apply  for  Abatement  Orders.  (See 
Magisterial  Proceedings) .

In  1942  a  whole- time  Rodent  Officer  with  an  assistant  was 
appointed.  The  following  tables  show  the  results  of  their  labours. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  decline  in  visits  paid  since  1946. 

During  the  years  1944/46  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department 
carried  out  sewer  treatment  and  this  Department  co-operated 
by  treatment  of  house  intercepting  chambers.  I  am  convinced 
that  this  co-operation  is  the  means  of  decreasing  the  rat  population 
and  tends  to  reduce  the  number  of  complaints  which  necessitate 
surface  treatment.  The  Corporation  are  to  carry  out  sewer 
treatment  in  1949  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture’s  Pamphlet  No.  21  and  will  be  reimbursed  by  a 
50%  grant  by  the  Ministry. 

Eradication  of  rats  and  mice  at  dwelling  houses  is  executed 
free  of  charge.  Business  premises  are  charged  with  the  cost  of 
the  work. 

Table  III  gives  the  results  of  treatments  at  premises 
registered  as  an  offensive  trade.  The  works  produce  dried 
blood,  bone  meal,  fertiliser,  glue  and  other  commodities. 
Generally,  the  buildings  are  in  a  derelict  condition,  and  allied 
to  the  nature  of  the  business  and  the  siting  of  the  works  adjacent 
to  the  docks  area  it  is  no  wonder  that  rat  infestation  takes  place. 

A  perusal  of  Table  III  proves  the  efficacy  of  the  methods 
employed  by  the  Department.  Treatment  is  carried  out  thrice 
yearly  by  pre-baiting  with  Sausage  Rusk,  and  later  Zinc  Phosphide 
poison  baiting.  This  is  followed  by  a  second  treatment  and 
Arsenic  poison  baiting. 

The  firm  concerned  will  be  removing  in  1949  to  a  new  factory 
which  is  nearing  completion,  and  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of 
£100,000.

These  are  regularly  inspected  and  the  Department  have 
insisted  on  the  provision  of  adequate  hot  and  cold  water  being 
at  all  times  available.  109  Ascot  Heaters  were  fixed  over  adequate 
sinkstones.  By  the  provision  of  these  amenities  it  is  hoped  that 
the  shop  assistants  will  make  full  use  of  them  in  order  to  keep  their 
hands  in  a  cleanlv  condition  at  a  at  all  times. 

During  the  year,  two  short  courses  of  lectures  on  Food 
Handling  were  arranged  under  the  auspices  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  The  larger  firms  were  well  represented,  but 
the  small  trader  did  not  take  full  advantage  to  acquire  knowledge 
of  clean  methods  which  are  so  vital  to  the  trade.  This  was 
deplored,  as  the  larger  traders  through  their  systematic  inspection 
give  very  little  cause  for  complaint.  The  small  general  shop 
is  the  “  Nigger  in  the  Woodpile  ”  in  this  respect,  and  several 
threatening  letters  have  had  to  be  resorted  to  in  order  to  gain 
the  standard  of  cleanliness  required. 

Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  proper  amenities  for 
persons  to  keep  their  hands  clean,  there  still  remains  the  training 
in  the  habit  to  do  so.
